FOREIGN RAILWAYS IN CHINA. 
— ‘ 
(Daily Press, 3rd November.) 

Reuter’s telegram published to-day re- 
ports an announcement by M. Dencass*, the 
French Premier, to the effect that the 
French Minister at Peking and the Chitese 
representative (Prince CHING, we presume) 
hive signed un agreement for the con- 
struction of a railway to Yunnan. This 
agreement gives the fival official sanction 
of China to the French sclieme of con- 
necting the -cupital of Yunnan proviuce 
with Hanoi by rail and so bringins the 
head waters of the Yangtsze River into 
reasonably close connection with the 
principal port of French Indo-Chiua. 
There has, of course, been no doubt thit 
Fraace would gat China’s consent. China 
is not in a position to refuse any suc) 
request, if only she be pressed sufficiently, 
The nations which take advautage of this 
fuct we wise, und, provided they have also 
the necessary commercial ability must 
benefit greatly in the new future by their 
foresight. Tbe competition as now become 
severe, and the number of concessions 
which it is possibie for China to graut 
is lintited. Therefore those first in tho 
field are promised a rich harvest from 
the results of their present energy. 
According to Shanghai native papers, the 
Itali:ms have eutered the field in Chekiang 
proviues, md with the assistance of a 
‘Tuotai and auaother influential Chinese 
have secured the railway aud wining rights 
of the province. The Tatri, who isa 
Chekiang man,is vebemently attac ed by the 
vetnacular Pres of Shanghai as a traitor 
who has suld bis fellow countrymen. 
But such protests are of little avail, unless 
backed up by more than mere academic

Yet what is the 
ground for assuming that, if a suitable 
deep-water terminus can be fouad in the 
Canton Delta somewhere below Whampoa 
(and experts say that it can), steamships 
will continue to come rather to Hongkong ? 
Will it, be from love of us, or from gratitu-lé 
fur our former hospitality? No doubt the 
present prosperity of Hongkong will last our 
time—if we are not too young now. What, 
however, will be the feelings of our 
successors toward those who have suffered 
the Colony’s greatness to be destroyed for 
want of a little foresight aud a certain 
amount of energy and public spirit, it will 
perhaps be possible to imagine. Yet there 
are in Hongkong now many who recognise 
how necessary it is, if we are to resist the, 
strong competition arising, that we too 
should employ that most potent commercial 
instrument i1:an unexploited country, the 
railway line.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE RBEPURT. 


THE R*CENT TYPHOON IN 
THE NEIGHBOURHOOD. 


—_————_—_q—-—_____.. 

H.M.8. Waterwiteh, Captain Hardy, acrived 
here on Friday evening in a damaged 
condition. She roports having experienced a 
very heavy gale lust Wednesday in the 
Formosa Channel. er boats were stove in 
end the deck-fittiag smashed; und during the 
height of the tempest, when tho ship twas 
labouring heavily and tikiog largs quantities 
of wateri aboard, two petty officers and a 
bluejacket wero washed overboard from the 
quarterdeck and drowned. Later on sho passed 
throngh a quantify of wreckage including 
one boat, bottom up, and a dismasted junk ; and 
later, when approachiog Hongkong, she met 
with a rudderless Amo jank, which, being 
uncontrolable, had been blown miles and miles 
out of herconise When first seen the cecupants 
were yelling, waving their hand», and hitting 
their “rico-baskets " siguificantly to indicate 
that they were short of provisions; there was 
a crew of some teu in all. The Waterwitch, 
afler administrating to their temporal wants, 
gave them a hawser and took them in tow, 

It be may safely assnmed that many fishermen 
lost their liv-s in the recont typhoon. At the 
time, the Waterwitch was voyaging from 
Shantung Promoutory to Ifougkong. ‘The a.s. 
Hinsang, which arrived here from Java about 
(he samo time as the Wate) wilch, reports that 
she sighted eleven disabled janks uear Gap 
Rock; and the ss. Petchaburi, a German 
steamér from Bangkok, reports that when 45, 
off Gap Rock, dariog a strong N. EB. gale and 
hvavy sea, she sighted a fishing bout flying 
signals of distress. Captain G. Hillmann, 
master of the ves-el, immediately altered his 
course and, on approaching the distressed craft, 
eased his engines and took the fishermen aboard. 
Some two hours afterwards ho encountered 
another disabled fishing-boat, dismantled and 
with the balwarks gone by the bord. The 
occupanig were waving frantically for 
assistanca, The steamer was steered alongside 
and the fishing people rescued. Liter on 
another similar craft was supplied with pro- 
visions aud water, and finally, when in the 
immediate vicini'y of Gap Rock, a small craft was 
obeserved signalling a tale of woe. A lifebout 
was swung wut and deaxpatched to tho craft, but 
the fishermen, who had their all invested in the 
damaged boat, refused to abandon bué sent 
one man .by the Petchaburi to seek assistance 
from Honkong. The steamer was delayed by 
tho latter incident for no less than and hour an‘ 
a half. In all sho brought oight shipwrecked 
people to Hongkong. 

Un Thursday the Government tonder Stanley 
conveyed the relief lighthousemen to Waglan 
Island ; and on Friday a relief for those on Gap 
Rock. On arriving at the latter place she set 
to work to gather up disabled craft in sight 
which she towed to port. On Saturday 


morning njoe disabled janks were reported 


to bo in the offing, and the Stanley, again, 
was despatched to sea. On the varions 
damaged craft arriving in the harbour they 
were towed in batches to Yaumali Biy. Some 
of them were dismasted, had lost their nets, 
and w re generally kuocked to pieces above the 
deck level. Others, mere fortauate, had only 
suffered the loss of their matting herringbone 
sails, or their masts, orperhaps therudder. ‘hey 
wore & well seasoned set of boats; some of them 
literally moulding away with age. There 
Were gaping crevices in their carval-bui:t 
sides that had been filled’ with putty. The 
deck-seams, also, no doubt having ofttimes been 
opened by a scorching sun, were in a similar 
condition. In the holds and about the decks 
wera hopeless mixtures of broken cordage 
black-meshed fishing nets, crab-nets, primitive 
disjointed hand winches, sea-shells, wooden 
floats, bamboo-hooped buckets, rice-baskets 
abd rags. In the holds, from which exumed an 
unbearable stench, were layers of rotten fish; it 
was upon these that in several instances the 
fishing-people, familiesof them, were subsisting. 
Truly, the occupants of these antique craft 
must be a hardy lot.

THE VOLUNTEER CAMP. 
~—-—— 

Monday the 2nd inst. witnessed the concluding 
operations in o.nnection with the temporary 
o-cupation of Stonecutter’s by the members 
of the Volunteer Corps. Tents were struck that 
moroing—althouzh at one time it had been 
thought possible that an extension of tims 
would be decided upon, to counterbalanca the 
enforced idleness during the typhoonic period, 
bat it was fonnd to be impracticable. 

Life under canvas, during tho final weok, 
was somewhat arduous. owing to the stormy 
weather that prevailed; damp blankets and 
chill winds being the reverse of pleasant; bat, 
despite the discomforts experienced, the men 
appeared to have benefited considerably by their 
poriod of trainiug- 

Saturday the 3lst, and Sanday the lst were 
guest days, and the crowded lanaches which put off 
from Murray Pier testifled to the interest which 
the civilian frieuds of the Volunteers take ia 
camp life. It wasextremely cold at night time 
on the Island, and with a view to getting the 
blood of the men into « good state of circulation, 
and of counteracting any harmful symptoms 
that might have be2n occasioned by the moisture 
and chill winds, the men were paraded for drill 
each morning before breakfast. nnd pat through 
as ries of invigorating evolutions.

EXECUTION OF CHEN TING-WAlL. 

Exemplary punishment has b:en meted ont 
to Chan Ting-wai, the official who, when I last 
wrote, was before the court of justice, accused 
of supplying the reb ls with arms and ammuai- 
tion stolen from stores which had béen contided 
to him. The Viceroy was unable to preside 
over this court, which was composed of members 
taken from the Burean of R-organisition and 
the Boar.l of Polics, but ho mast hava been 
perfec:ly satisfied when he heard that Chen had 
been sentenced to death Ha was beheaded on 
Monday at the well-known execution ground. 
NoTORIOUS ROBBE BROUGHT TO JUSTICE. 

Not every day is a notorious robber chief * 
brought into Canton by villagers, but such was 
the fate lat: wesc of Tai Min-keung, who was 
eaxptared by two gentlemen of the name of Ip. 
The litter were rewarded with a thousand 
dollars each (so that their capture must have 
been an exploit indsed), while ‘lai’s head fell on 
the execution ground last Saturday. 

REFORMS IN HAND. 

Some idea of the lines on which the Viceroy 
intends to procecd ia his work of reform may 
be gathered from a notification, issued by the 
authorilies a short time ago. In this notifica- 
tion the chief points of interest are those 
connected with prison reform, grants in aid to 
farmers, and the taking of a census. Prisoners 
should not be left idle while serving their term, 
but shonld be tanght the trade best suited to 
their physical conililion, or whith they were 
acquainted with when at liberty ;As u note, 
however, we hear that uo knives of any k:nd 
should b: supplied tham, ia fear of the ocon- 
sequences}. Special offivials should be—not are 
to be—appointed to examine the state of agrioul- 
ture throughout the province. «hey should 
assist the ind -strious aid pun’sh the idie, and 
in tine of famine sprcial grants should be 
made. 

Thirdly, an official canaus should be takea 
of the merchan'‘s an4 tradesp sople more ¢ szecial- 
ly ia every town and city, since it is yery 
important to have information as to ownership 
of property, and the manuer in which wealth is

The above gives a rough idea of this no doubt 
very laudable schame, which is, however, very 
much in the potential mood. Most foreigners 
will find it hard to believe iu ady schem+s for 
prison reform io China. Anvsther Howard

NOTES. FROM THE BOTANIC 
GARDENS. 


———»——_—— 


The Poinsettias are teginning to make a 
show with their brilliantly coloured bracts ; for 
it is not the flowers which ure so conspicuous, 
but the crimson leaves which surround them. 
These bracts, often near y a foot long, are’ the 
distinction on which the genus was tuuoded, as 
it only differs in this reepect from Euphorbis, 
and at the present t me the plant is koowo as 
Euphorbia pulcherrima It is a native of 
Mexico, and has been in cultivation in Europe 
for about 7U years. Thero are many specimens 
iu the gardens, iu pots. beds, and shrubberics. 

Three specimens of a fine araliaceons tree, 
fleteropanaz frugrans, are standing neac the 
fountain in the old garden and are io flower, 
but the flowers are, comparatively speaking, 
inconspicuous, the large, glossy, durk greeu 
leaves, which ure often nearly a yard across, 
and are pinnately decompoand, make the tree at- 
tractive. Formerly there were several specimens 
growing in proximity to those: now remaining, 
but the successive typhoons of the last ten years 
or so have wrought havoc amongst them. The 
genus is monotypic, and belongs to the ivy 
family, and the species is found ia China, India, 
Malaya and Fiji. 

The plants in the rockery at the west end of 
the No. 3 house, which were planted towards the 
end of last year, have become established, and 
the variously coloured leaves of the different 
species make a very pleasing effect. 

The rainfall for October amounted to 171 
inches only, and for the year 93.09 inches have 
been registered.
